HOME ECONOMICS 


The faildisthe te a, is a paper given by 
Mrs W, Brunker at the last monthly 
meeting of ‘the local Women’s Insti- 
tute :— 

Home Economics is a sublest which 
is very widely discussed so that the 
housewife will learn to understand the 
value of balanced’ meals and the prop- 
er diet for adults as well as children, 

To find out the different values of 
food, we should their omposition, struc 
tyre ‘and oharaoteristics. All meats 
fish, sea foods, cheese, eggs milk, etc,. 
contain protein in latge atantities | 
Milk, cheese and some meats contain 
fat or enérgy producing qualities. 
Green vegetables ‘contain a great 
amount of carbohydrates in the form 
of sugar and starch, = 

Then tthere are several foods which 
contain vitamines that are very essent! 
al to good health. “(he vitamines are 
divided into four classes—Vitamine 
“A” is found in milk and créam, a 
small amount in butter spinach and 
eggs and leafy vegetables such as 
chard, greens and lettuce. 

‘The only meats containing an ap- 
preciable amount of this are kidney: 
and liver which are not’ found often 
enough on our tables. ' 

Most vegetables ate rich in vita- 
mines A and B, as carrots, beans, peas 
sweet potatoes, etc; and also in fruits 
such as oranges. Tomatoes, the king 
of vegetables, contain vitamines A, B 
and C, Vitamine D is found in cod liv- 
er oil in both its raw and manufactur- 
ed states, and let me repeat—don’t for 
get milk, especially for children and 
young people. Milk is the oné perfect 
food designed for ithat purpose alone 

But how can the body obtain sub- 
stances essential for its nourishment 
if we peel our vegetables, and then, as 
of that were not enough, give them a 
long in a full kettle of water which we 
later pour down the sink? As a promi- 
nent American dentist said in the 
course’ of a recent address:—“If ‘the 
drain pipes had a digestive apparatus 
it would be most perfectly nourished
